And What Have You

About a year ago we mentioned in 
this column that the citizens of 
Albany had joined together in opening 
up their local theatre that had been 
closed for some time and now we see 
that another community has done the 
same thing. 
Last Thursday was the opening 
night for the Hico Theatre. The 
theatre was reopened by the Hico 
Civic Club with the local people 
donating both rn oney and labor to get 
the doors open. 
A former resident of Hamlin, Mrs. 
Floyd Clifton, was one of the many 
people who worked on the project. 
The project to open the theatre was 
started in Hico back in November. 
The people of the community donated 
$1700 along with a lot of volunteer 
labor. The remodeling of the building 
included a new roof, new ceiling, 
paint throughout, a new stage, 
equipment repairs and other minor 
repairs. 
Members of the civic club will 
operate and staff the theatre as a 
public service, donating their time to 
m aintain 
the 
sorely—needed 
recreational facility. 
The theatre will be open on Thurs­ 
day, Friday and Saturday nights, 
except when Friday night would be in 
conflict with school activities. On a 
trial basis they are going to try to 
have a midnight show on Saturday. 
They opened up with “ Airport" on 
Thursday 
and 
Saturday, 
with 
“Skullduggery” being shown at the 
midnight show. Prices are 50 cents 
and $1.00. 
Locally, a few people have been 
looking into a project of this nature 
here and it seems that if an organized 
effort were made to get the old 
Ferguson 
T heatre 
reopened, 
something could be worked out. 
We can not think of any civic 
project that could do more to provide 
year-round entertainment for the 
youth of Hamlin and this area than a 
theatre. 
But the problem with this type of 
project is not doing the work or 
getting the money, it is getting it 
organized. Who will take respon­ 
sibility for it and get it started — or 
least find out if it is possible. 
Hamlin, like most towns, is full of 
organizations, but not many of them 
ever really do anything of any con­ 
sequence. It sometimes looks like we 
have to form a new organization 
every 
time 
we 
want 
to 
start 
something new instead of one of our 
existing organizations 
getting 
in­ 
volved in something worthwhile. 
If the BCD or one or more of our 
civic organizations are not interested 
in a project of this nature, we wonder 
if it would not be a good thing for the 
Hamlin Foundation to undertake it. 
We know that at first glance, it 
would appear that the Hamlin 
Foundation has more than it can 
handle with the swimming pool. But 
maybe, just maybe, if the Foundation 
would handle both the swimming pool 
and the theatre project that it would 
become year-round organization and 
be in better position to take better 
care of both projects. 
Really when you think about it, the 
two projects are very similar in 
nature in that they are attempting to. 
provide recreation for our youth and 
involve the whole community. The 
biggest problem at present with the 
Foundation is that it is only a part 
time organization — it organizes just 
in time to open the pool and shuts 
down when the pool closes. This 
constant organizing and disbanding 
seems to leave the organization in a 
constant state of shock. Maybe if it 
had a year round function it could do a 
better job of operating the pool and 
operate a theatre too.

that he would rather see the 
federal government take over 
the full burden of the welfare 
program ra th e r than have 
revenue sharing. He said that 
the federal government writes 
all of the rules for welfare and 
they should pay the costs. 
He said that he could not 
stand there and promise no 
increase in taxes but did say 
that he was opposed to any 
increase in the rate of the Sales 
Tax and was also opposed to 
putting the Sales Tax on more 
items.

generate over 
$285 
million of economic activity in 
Texas cities and counties and 
offer low income citizens op­ 
portunity for better nourish­ 
m ent than is provided bv 
commodity programs in some 
counties. 
Among problems with the 
proposal is lack 
of money 
available at the moment to the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
which funds a large portion of 
the food stamd program. USDA 
says it would! have to ask for 
additional congressional ap ­ 
propriations 
to

Smith says he believes the
